Resort. Sloane, $3.50. November 5. 


The creator of Perry Mason reveals that he 
shares with that fictional lawyer a fondness for 
the underdog, and for unorthodox methods. 
He tells about the organization which he and 
some friends have set up to investigate cases 
in which people claim to have been unjustly 
convicted; the results are publicized in the 
expectation that public opinion will bring 
about remedial action. He describes typical 
cases which illustrate poor police work, 
frame-ups, or just bad luck, and for good 
measure includes some in which the investi- 
gation established the convict’s guilt 
firmly.

Helm, MacKinley. Spring in Spain. Har- 
court, $5. Tentative date November 14. 
The Mexican as well as the Spanish tourist 
may profit from this travelog since the author 
admits a preference for baroque and states 
that one of his objectives was to look for 
likenesses of colonial Mexico in the mother 
country. Chief attention is to the cities and 
the architecture and art to be found in each 
with only a few tentative observations on 
political and social life. Although there may 
be too much preoccupation with church archi- 
tecture and saints for the tastes of some 
readers the book will be welcome as a 
pleasant, leisurely, up-to-date travel book to 
supplement the routine guidebooks.

Lea, Tom. The wonderful country: with 
drawings by the author.

The country is Texas at the Mexican border 
about 70 years ago; through it rides Martin 
Brady, trying to decide which side of the 
Rio Grande he belongs. By choosing Mexico 
for refuge as a boy, after having killed his 
father’s murderer, Brady becomes a marginal 
man in peonage to the landowning Castros, 
who use him as bodyguard, smuggler, and 
killer. When Brady becomes a Texas Ranger 
he finally chooses his home country, and be- 
longs to himself at last. The writer, who keeps 


an artist’s eye on the changing pigment of 
Southwestern landscape, is as much at home 
on both sides of the border as his hero, and 
like him his compassion for exploited men and 
animals reaches deep. 


Paradise, Viola Isabel. Tomorrow the har- 
vest. Morrow, $3.50. November 6. 


An appealing pioneer story, full of human 
courage and friendliness, dependent upon 
characterization rather than action. In 1785, 
twenty-one-year-old Dorcas Willett, having 
inherited her grandfather’s property, looks 
toward marriage with land-hungry Joshua 
Sheppard. At a pauper’s vendue, pity prompts 
Doreas to bid in a woman and her four 
children, knowing she is _ sacrificing her 
wedding plans. With Melissa’s help Dorcas 
grows in wisdom and maturity, taking her 
place in the Maine community first as a 
schoolteacher, later as wife to Adam Grant. 


Rawlings, Marjorie (Kinnan). The so- 
journer. Scribner, $3.50. January 5. 
Asahel Linden, who yearned for far-off places, 
was the son who stayed to care for the farm 
and his unbalanced mother, but it was the 
irresponsible son Benjamin the mother loved 
and made her heir. Ase married pretty Nellie 
Wilson, and several children came; the dearest 
was murdered by her crazed grandmother, and 
the others grew up weak or corrupt, so that 
Ase, widowed and about to be dispossessed at 
seventy, reckoned himself a failure. Then 
Benjamin, destitute and dying, sent for his 
brother in order to give him the title to the 
farm, and helped Ase to see that his unselfish, 
productive life, and the esteem of his neigh- 
bors constituted true success. 


Ward, Mary Jane. It’s different for a 
woman. Random, $3. November 10. 


The Cutter family in a midwest, suburban 
town highlight some aspects of domestic rela- 
tions. Sally is the center of interest and she 
begins to be troubled by the approach of 
middle age, the departure of the children from 
home, and the introduction of an old flame 
of her husband’s. Aside from a few enter- 
taining eccentrics all the characters are 
recognizably normal middle-class individuals 
whose very familiarity may recommend them 
and their problems to the reader.

The author an- 
swers in the affirmative his questions about 
whether gambling is natural, harmful, and 
capable of being suppressed, before he pro- 
ceeds to a full-scale history of gambling in 
the U.S., a review of the arguments against 
it, and an outline of his strategy to eliminate 
it.

An instance of mass hysteria which occurred 
in France in the seventeenth century is de- 
scribed and analyzed lucidly. In a society 
which tended toward depravity the priest 
Grandier was no more lecherous than most, 
but he was unusually foolhardy in making 
enemies. When a neurotic nun accused him 
of sorcery the cry was taken up by her con- 
vent mates, and a sensational bout with exor- 
cists resulted in Grandier’s execution. The 
author tells the dramatic story with an air 
of fairness to all parties, stopping at intervals 
to draw parallels with today’s witch hunts 
and use of mass hypnosis.

The author’s thesis is that our civilization is 
destroying itself through the stultifying ef- 
fects of conformity which is forced upon us 
by our cultural institutions and encouraged 
by current interpretations of psychology; our 
salvation, he believes, lies in the encourage- 
ment of the kind of rebelliousness exempli- 
fied by such persons as Socrates, Jesus, or 
Gandhi. The section of the book in which he 
sets forth his ideas on rebellion, or noncon- 
formity, is constructive; the indictment of 
psychologists and their emphasis on adjust- 
ment is not as helpful because of its intem- 
perate tone and ignoring of significant trends 
in psychiatry.
